We  know  it  wa.s  his  general  manner  to  extol  other 
buildings  which  still  remain  to  convince  us  that  good 
buildings  then,  are  but  ordinary  in  our  present  enlarg¬ 
ed  conceptions  of  beauty  and  greatness.  Such  as  it 
was,  it  was  enlarged  in  1710. 

“  The  original  records  were  accidentally  destroyed 
by  fire ;  of  course,  what  we  can  now  know  must  be 
such  as  have  been  incidentally  mentioned  with  other 
facts. 

“  Among  the  witnesses  wlio  liad  once  seen  the  pri¬ 
mitive  Cliurcli,  and  had  al.so  lieen  cotemjxjrary  with 
our  own  times,  was  old  black  .Alice,  who  died  in  1802, 
at  the  advanced  age  of  11(3  y’earis.
